Matthew Fontaine Maury was born and 
died in Virginia. He was 68 years old. 

While young his parents moved to Tennes- 
see. At nineteen he became a midshipman 
in the United States navy, and while on his 
first cruise in the Brandywine tat was to cary 
LaFayette to France, he began his celebrated 
“Tractiseon Navigation,” that is atill a text 
book in the navy. He became Lieutenant in 
1886, at thirty years of age. He was ap- 


ploring Expedition, but declined the appolnt- 
mint. 


In 1839 an accident incapacitated him for] 


active sea service. In 1844 he was made 
Superintendent of the National Observatory 
and Hydograph at Washington. 

He gained a world-wide reputation by his 
researches in this position.
